(COMPUTATION OF PERIOD OF LIMITATION FOR 
SUITS AND OTHER PROCEEDINGS) REGULATION, 1969 

No. I OF 1969 

Promulgated by the President in the Twentieth Year of the 

Republic of India. 

A Regulation to provide for the computation of the period of limitation Republic, 
for suits and other proceedings before any court or other authority 
with respect to any matter arising in the Union territory of the 
Laccadive, Minicoy and Amindivi Islands. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by article 240 of the Constitution, 
the President is pleased to promulgate the following Regulation made by 
him:— 

1. (1) This Regulation may be called the Laccadive, Minicoy and Short title, 

Amindivi Islands (Computation of Period of Limitation for Suits and extent and* 

other Proceedings) Regulation, 1969, commence¬ 

ment. 

(2) It extends to the whole of the Union territory of the Laccadive, 

Minicoy and Amindivi Islands. 


(3) It shall come into force at once. 
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2. (I) Notwithstanding anything contained in the ^Limitation Act, 
1963, or in any other law for the time being in force in the Union 
territory of the Laccadive, Minicoy and Amindivi Islands, if any period 
of limitation prescribed by the said Act or by such law for any suit, 
appeal, application or other proceeding' of whatever nature before any 
court or other authority with respect to any matter arising in the said 
Union territory expires on any day during the monsoon period, then. In 
computing the period of limitation for such suit, appeal, application or 
other proceeding, the period to the extent the said period has fallen 
within the monsoon period shall be excluded. 

Explanation .—For the purposes of this section, “monsoon period’’ 
means the period of four months ending on the 15th September, 

3. (1) In the Laccadive, Minicoy and Amindivi Islands (Civil Courts)

(2) The Regulations mentioned in column 3 of the Schedule shall be 
amended in the manner indicated in the corresponding entries in column

Provided th.at the period of limitation in respect of any appeal against 
a decision or order made under any of the aforesaid Regulations before 
the commencement of this Regulation, or in respect of any application 
for review of such decision or order, .shall bo computed a.s if none of the 
afore.said Regulations had been amended by this Regulation.
